The programme kicked 
off with auditions for an 
X-Factor style talent show. 
The standard of entries 
was so high that judges 


put double the number of 
performers through to the 
final at Hackney Empire, on 
3 February, compared to last 
year. The rest of the festival 


boasts a packed programme 
featuring taster sessions 
and workshops in music, 
dance, radio, art, literature, 
photography, design, 


singing, film, fashion, design 
and theatre.

FASHION CENTRAL 


A MASSIVE £5.3million 
grant has been secured 
to help regenerate 
Hackney Central. 

The Council won the funding 
to develop a new fashion retail 
hub, with the potential to create 
up to 200 jobs for residents, 
whilst attracting visitors and 
investment to the borough. 

The hub will be developed 
around the Burberry outlet store 
in Chatham Place, E9, and will 
strengthen the borough’s status 
as a developing centre for the 
fashion industry. Hackney is 
already home to more artists 


and creative workers than 
anywhere else in Europe - and 
is increasingly becoming the 
location of choice for creative 
businesses. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
said: “Hackney Central has so 
much to offer. This investment 
has the potential to create a 
unique attraction that can 
give the borough a significant 
economic boost by attracting 
visitors to an improved retail 
offer and creating up to 200 
jobs for local residents.” 

The funding will also allow the 
Council to appoint a team 


of architects and retail specialists 
to work with local businesses 
in the Mare Street, Narrow 
Way and Clarence Road area 
to produce design guidelines 
and business plans aimed at 
attracting more customers to 
the town centre. 

Businesses will then be able 
to bid for funding to carry out 
improvements to shop fronts 
in line with the guidelines. 

The funding also covers the 
redevelopment of 12 empty 
railway arches in Morning Lane, 
which will be fitted out with 
fashion retail units, cafes 


and restaurants. 

All jobs created will be 
advertised through a Council- 
run scheme which will ensure 
local people have the best 
opportunity to be successful. 

Fashion and retail training 
programmes will also be 
developed for residents to help 
their professional development. 

The investment has been 
secured through the Mayor 
of London’s £70million 
Regeneration Fund, set up to 
help repair the damage caused to 
high streets and town centres in 
last August’s riots.

Bids for media centres 


T HE shortlist of 
organisations 
hoping to take over 
the Olympic press 
and broadcast centres after 
the 2012 Games has 
been announced. 

The proposals that made 
it into the final three, 
envisage the Hackney 
site becoming a fashion 
HQ, leisure village, or 
technology centre by 2014. 

The UK Fashion Hub bid 
involves turning the two 
buildings into offices, with 
manufacturing and creative 
uses, as well as a fashion 
college and media centre. 

iCITY sees the 
development of a digital 
hub with research labs, 
post-production facilities, 
graphic designers, plus 


digital education and 
research centres with links 
to higher education. 

The Oxylane Group 
proposal is for a mixed-use 
sports research, education, 
event and retail space, 
that would include a 
Decathlon store. 

The Olympic Park 
Legacy Company (OPLC) 

- charged with securing the 
site’s future - will announce 
the winning bid later this 
year. Any development 
should be open by 2014. 

The OPLC first invited 
interested parties to bid to 
take up at least one floor 
in either of the buildings 
last year. Ten bids were 
submitted, with eight of 
them proposing to take 
over both buildings on 


long-term leases. 

Andrew Altman, OPLC 
Chief Executive, said: 
“We have three dynamic 
bids focused on the 
creation of thousands 
of jobs and training 
opportunities, along with 
links to Tech City. 

“We will now go 
through their proposals 
in fine detail to make sure 
that they can deliver a 
successful ongoing legacy 
that will stimulate future 
commercial interest.” 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, added: “We 


look forward to working 
closely with the OPLC to 
establish which bid best 
aligns with the Council’s 
long-held aspirations for 
this location. 

“The tenancy of these 
buildings represents the 
greatest chance for a 
sustainable employment 
legacy from the Games, 
and the Council wants to 
make sure the successful 
bidder fulfils that promise 
by providing a full range 
of high quality jobs, from 
entry level to highly-skilled 
specialist roles.”

offer. The potential for businesses to thrive is huge, with 
thousands of workers located here, as well as visitor 
destinations, like the Empire and the new Picturehouse 
cinema.

This is a real chance for Hackney 
Central to be the thriving town centre that we all know 
it can be and forms part of our ambitious plans for 
the area. 


HOMEGROWN hero Idris Elba 
has won a best actor award 
at this year’s Golden Globes.

Loan shark crackdown 


V ICTIMS of loan 
sharks are being 
urged to come 
forward as a new 
crackdown on illegal 
money lending is launched 
in the borough. 

The Government-backed 
‘Stop Loan Sharks’ project 
works with Council trading 
standards officers to 
investigate and prosecute 
unlawful lenders. 

Loan sharks often trap 
people into spiralling 
debt and resort to threats 
and violence to enforce 
repayment. There are 
an estimated 310,000 
households borrowing cash 
from these lenders in the UK 
with some charging over 
130,000 per cent APR. 

Since 2004, the project 
has helped more than 


16,000 victims, written off 
over £40million of illegal 
debt and secured more than 
190 prosecutions. 

Tony Quigley, Head of 
the England Illegal Money 
Lending team, said they are 
sending a ‘clear message’ 
that loan sharks will not be 
tolerated in the UK. 

And there is more 
assistance available in 
Hackney. The Mare 
Street-based London 
Community Credit Union, 
offers responsible financial 
solutions regardless of past 
credit history or personal 
circumstances. The union 
is a co-operative 
financial 
institution 
controlled by 
its members. It 
promotes saving and 


provides credit at 
reasonable rates. 

Last October, Christians 
Against Poverty (CAP) 
also opened a financial 
counselling service in 
Shoreditch for borough 
residents. It offers support 
regardless of faith and stays 
in regular contact until 
people are debt free. 

CAP’s chief executive, 
Matt Barlow, said: “It’s our 


experience that given the 
right level of support people 
can and do pay off what 
they owe.”

On the other side of the borough, in Hackney Wick, there 
is potential for thousands more jobs to be created in the 
broadcast and press centres in the Olympic Park. This 
week, the three companies shortlisted to take over the 
buildings after the Games have been revealed by the 
Olympic Park Legacy Company (OPLC), and I am 
pleased that such strong bids are being taken forward 
from the proposals that were received to take on 
the site. 

The Council will be working with OPLC to look closely at 
the three bids to find out exactly what they can bring to 
Hackney in terms of jobs and lasting economic benefit. 

I have always pushed for an employment legacy that 
offers real chances to people living in the borough, from 
entry levels jobs and training, to highly skilled specialist 
roles, as well as one that fits in with the existing creative 
industries that thrive in Hackney Wick. 

Along with the Hackney Central news, it has been a 
good week for the borough in terms of new economic 
opportunities, and we need to work together with 
residents and the business community to make sure that 
we make the most of them.

Prime Minister chairs Cabinet meeting in Hackney 


TO mark 200 days to go 
to the Olympic Games, the 
Government held its first 
Cabinet meeting of the year 
at the Handball Arena in 
Hackney Wick. 

The Olympic Park 
Legacy Company (OPLC) 
also used the day to 
announce that GLL, which 
manages more than 100 


leisure centres in England, 
including those in Hackney, 
will operate two important 
venues in the Olympic 
Park after the Games - 
the Aquatics Centre and 
Handball Arena. Balfour 
Beatty Workplace will run 
the ArcelorMittal Orbit, 
a 377ft-high observation 
tower in the Olympic Park, 


designed by Anish Kapoor 
and Cecil Balmond, and 
manage the maintenance 
of the Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park. 

Around 75 per cent of 
jobs arising from these 
two 10-year contracts 
will go to people living 
in 2012 host boroughs, 
including Hackney.

a Watching a tiny idea in a 


G OT a business 

idea? Great. Know 
how to take it to 
market? Fewer 
hands. That’s where 
Richard Abbott can help. 

The Chief Executive of 
HBV - a Hackney charity 
that supports entrepreneurs 
to start new ventures - 
revels in seeing those 
brainwaves become real 
businesses and jobs. 

He says: “Hackney is a 
hotbed of newly started 
entrepreneurs - what we do 
is help them grow. We’re 
on the doorstep of a huge 
amount of wealth in the 
City, and HBV has the 
ability to teach small firms 
about enterprise.” 

The charity offers advice 
on some of the ‘golden 
rules’ of business: how to 
get funding, dealing with 
bank managers, staffing, 
networking, money 
management and even 
sometimes a ‘healthy dose 
of realism’. 


“We try to make people 
finance aware. One of the 
biggest barriers for start- 
ups is understanding and 
accessing finance. 

“Some come for training 
and choose not to start that 
business. Setting up a firm 
can be painful. Yes, there’s 
the argument that you can 
learn from your mistakes - 
but we did some research 
with one of the big banks 
and found those who made 
the best decisions and were 
succeeding had received help 
from business charities.” 

And there are many 
success stories, around 80 
a year in fact, all of which 


made it to launch with 
HBV’s assistance. 

“You’d be amazed at 
some of the businesses we’ve 
helped. Some that people 
would think ‘oh, that’s a 
bit risque’. But if there’s 
someone making something 
legal, but a bit edgy, say sexy 
leatherwear, who are we to 
knock it?” he chuckles. 

Funded by the Council, 
Government and donations, 
HBV mostly deals with 
Hackney firms, although 
Richard says to be too 
parochial would be ‘self- 
defeating’ as businesses 
need to network, so it gives 
support to business people 


across the capital. 

HBV’s networking 
arm, Hackney Enterprise 
Network (HEN) offers 
members the chance to pick 
up some invaluable tips 
from big-hitters in the City 
and beyond. 

It also gives them a chance 
to meet each other, sound 
out ideas, look for business 
partners and even sell their 
products or services. 

“Somebody said to me, 
when they come to HEN, 
it’s aspirational. I agree. 
Having a conversation with 
someone from a global, 
well-connected firm, is a 
fantastic opportunity.” 

Richard’s own 
background is in banking 
in the late 1970s. “I’m 
from the old school when 
banks used to give years of 
training and really invest in 
their workforce. I remember 
I started working with a 
tiny business that turned 
huge. It went from nothing, 
to us helping them raise a 


quarter of a billion pounds. 
Watching a tiny idea in 
a small company 
grow like that is like 
watching fireworks.” 

Richard moved to 
Hackney in the mid-1980s, 
worked part-time for HBV 
in a previous incarnation, 
before being asked to run 
the agency in its current 
form 10 years later. 

Today, a big drive for him 
is to get entrepreneurship 
among young people 
on a similar level to the 
educational successes seen 
in Hackney. This crusade 
saw him chair Inspire!, 
an educational business 
partnership for the borough, 
and become director of 
the Blue Hut youth centre 
in Hoxton. 


“I’d like to see more 
young people thinking 
about whether they could 
set up a business. Some of 
them feel disengaged right 
now, but this can be a way 
for young people to make a 
name for themselves.” 

So what’s the next big 
thing? “That’s one of the 
questions I get asked the 
most,” he laughs. “But I’m 
not going to say. I’ve got 
my ideas, but if you really 
are a genuine entrepreneur, 

I think you make your own 
markets and opportunities.”

Recycling electrical items is a buzz 


PEOPLE living in the 
North London Waste 
Authority area, which 
includes Hackney, 
recycled over 1,180 
tonnes of small electrical 
items last year - the 
equivalent in weight to 
147 double decker buses. 

To boost these levels 
even more, unwanted 
items like old kettles, 


radios and toasters can 
be taken to a Waste 
Electrical and Electronic 
Equipment (WEEE) 
recycling bank in the 
borough. Items are 
collected and sent to a 
sorting factory, where 
different resources such as 
copper, steel and plastics 
are recovered and reused. 
An iron, for example, 


contains enough steel to 
make 13 food cans.

Composting scheme open 



T IME is running 
out for schools, 
community and 
voluntary groups 
to apply for funding 
to set up a Hackney- 
based composting 
initiative. 

The aim is to develop 
schemes that can manage 
garden and food waste 
locally, diverting it from the 
waste stream and creating 
compost for residents to use. 

The award will pay for 
composting units; storage 
for woodchip and kitchen 
caddies; information and 
promotional materials; a 
training workshop including 
activities for children; and 
support from the Council’s 
recycling team. 

Eight such projects 
already exist in the borough 


and divert up to 3,000kg of 
waste per project each year. 

John Talbot, from 
Kennaway Estate in Stoke 
Newington, said: “The 
on-site composting has been 
very popular with residents. 
We’re now looking forward 
to having a sustainable 
supply of compost for 
all our vegetable patches 
and flowerbeds.” 

The latest round of 
funding will support a 
further four projects. 
Deadline for applications 
is 30 January.

bookends 



T HIS month sees 
the opening of a 
state-of-the-art 
building which 
provides a brand new 
home for one of Hackney’s 
oldest libraries. 

The Dalston CLR James 
Library is an example of 
a local service which has 
been in existence for almost 
100 years - one whose 
rich and varied history has 
reflected national events, 
as well as political 
campaigns and struggles, 
both within the borough 
and wider society. 

The first Dalston Public 
Library, which stood on 
the corner of Forest Road 
and Woodland Street, was 
opened by the Mayor of 
Hackney on 26 October, 
1912. It was a single-storey 
building which included 
a lending library, reading 
room and magazine room, 
‘juvenile’ room, and staff 
rooms. The library cost 
£5,280 and was funded 
by the famous Scottish- 
American industrialist and 
philanthropist Andrew 
Carnegie. The site was 
a gift from the Rhodes 
family, who were local 
landowners. 


During the Second World 
War, the library took a 
direct hit from German 
V2 rocket bombs on 4 
January, 1945. The attack 
happened during opening 
hours and casualties were 
high. Eighteen people died, 
including two members 
of staff and a number of 
children. The library was 
completely destroyed and 
only 12 out of 20,000 
books could be salvaged. 

A temporary home 
was found and just three 
months after the incident, 
library books were being 
issued from a shop at 82 
Dalston Lane. 

After the war, finances 
were tight and it was 14 
years before a new two- 
storey library was opened 
in Dalston Lane, after the 
original Forest Road site 
was used for housing. 

The building was 
designed by architects 
Burley and Moore, at a 
cost of over £35,000, and 
a pamphlet to mark its 
opening described the new 
library as offering ‘facilities 
comparable with those of 
the original building, but in 
an atmosphere of light 
and spaciousness produced 
by the attractive and 
unusual design’. 

The Council 
decided to 
rename the 
library after 
CLR James. 

Cyril 
Lionel 
Robert 
James was 
born in 
Trinidad on 4 
January, 1901. 
He came

to London in the 1930s 
to further his career as 
a writer, and published 
many books, articles 
and pamphlets. Closely 
involved with the socialist 
movement in Britain 
and Europe, CLR James 
was a political theorist 
and commentator, who 
supported struggles for 
colonial emancipation in 
Africa and the Caribbean. 

In 1952, he was 
imprisoned in America at 
the height of the McCarthy 
era and expelled from 
the country the following 
year. However by 1968, 
he had been invited back, 
and taught and lectured 
extensively at American 
universities during the 


1970s. By the mid 1980s, 
he was living in London 
and maintaining his life- 
long enthusiasm for cricket 
with a regular column in 
the journal, ‘Race Today’. 

Council minutes of 27 
February 1985 noted ‘we 
are delighted that CLR 
James, the internationally 
famous historian, writer, 
philosopher, socialist, 
Pan-Africanist and cricket 
enthusiast has honoured 
us by agreeing to attend 
the ceremony and formally 
open the re-named library’. 

The decision reflected 
feedback from the local 
community, and the 
re-naming ceremony 
formed part of a week 
of related activities in 


to Hackney continues to 
be commemorated with 
the naming of the new 
building after him. A 
permanent exhibition 
about his life and work 
will also be on display, 
and an annual CLR James 
Memorial Lecture will be 
held at the library. 


March 1985 on an anti- 
racist theme. 

The library has moved 
to a new home just a few 
meters along Dalston 
Lane, and is due to open 
on 23 January.

•6 eggs 
•300g sugar 
•1 litre milk 
•2 vanilla pods 
•600ml double cream 

Method 

•Whisk your eggs and 1 50g of sugar with an 
electric whisk until pale 
• Bring your milk and the rest of your sugar to 
the boil in a pan on the hob 
•Split your vanilla pods, scrape out the insides 
and add to the milk and sugar 
•Once heated turn your milk off and, whisking 
constantly, slowly add the hot milk to your 
eggs.
